Strike of 


Lithographers 


The Lithographic Union employees of the United States 


have declared a strike against the members of the National 
Association of Employing Lithographers. 
All Pacific 


Coast lithographic plants and many others in New York, 
Chicago and most of the cities of the country are involved. 


The conditions brought about by the world war in- 


creased wages in the lithographic industry to abnormally 
high levels. • These wage advances were- arranged by 
conference committees representing the employers and 
the employees, and were based upon living costs. 
:

At the conferences which arranged these increases it was 


also agreed that at such time as living costs declined cor- 
responding wage reductions would be made. 


In keeping with this agreement efforts have been made 


since July, 1921, to:have the lithographic union employees 
accept a reasonable reduction of wages based upon present 
living costs and conditions in the trade. These efforts 
culminated in failure in November, 1921, vyhen the litho- 
graphic union employees rejected a proposal to reduce 
wages ]2]/2%- 


Following this action the members of the National Asso- 


ciation of Employing Lithographers, in deference to the 
demands of the public that the prices of war times shall not 
indefinitely continue, and in order that production costs 
might be lowered, decided to put into effect the" 12'/2% 
reduction in wages beginning with the first full week in 
January, 1922. This has been done. 


The members of the lithographic union have struck and 


,the lithographic plants of the Pacific Coast and other sec- 
tions of the country are temporarily hindered from taking 
care of their customers' wants as promptly as in the past. 


Every effort is being exerted to replace the men on 


strike. 
A limited number of loyal non-union employees 


have continued at work in some of the plants. 


We ask.the cooperation of our customers in our efforts 


to restore normal conditions and to establish an employ- 
ment system free from unreasonable union restrictions.

T^HE housing shortage in Oakland 


is being rapidly relieved, ac- 


cording to figures in the offices of 
tlie department of public health and 
safety. During 1921 contracts vero 
let for 2129 one nrid two-story dwell- 
ings. This is in addition to the con- 
tracts let for 63 apartment houses. 
In these apartments are included ac- 
commodations for slightly over 700 
families, thus indicating R total pro- 
vision for domestic honsing for ihc 
year of accommodations for 2829 
families, or about 12,000 people. 


Just to indicate that this house 


huilding program was on n perma- 
nent and dignified scale, it may be 
slated that provision was made for 
18.r)5 garages to go with the homes.
